The Grayling City Council gave the city 
manager a pay hike last week to send a 
message that it ts behind the community's 
current administration. 

During a regular monthly meeting held 
last week, the city council went into a two- 
hour closed session to continue the evalua- 
tion of Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer's job performance. 

The outcome of the evaluation was their 
united conclusion that Thayer was the best 
person to continue leading the city in 
implementing the council's policies and 
achieving their goals during these troubling 
times. The council believes that working as 
a team with Thayer's leadership, it will 
enable the city to address some major 
issues before them and hopefully bring 
some historic developments to Grayling. 

Specifically, Thayer said bringing 
Kirtland Community College's presence to 
Grayling and attracting wood-products 
industry businesses to the Grayling 
Industrial Park were two major initiatives 
city leaders are spearheading. 

“There are projects and things we have in 
the works that we believe he can deliver to 
us and as a result of that, we choose to 
stand behind what he's doing,’ said 


Thayer said the council wanted to send a 
clear message to the community that it does 
not intend to end the manager's tenure wit 
the city, now or in the future. 

Thayer has an overal] 30 years in public 
administration and [0 years as a municipal 
manager. He was hired four years ago after 
former Grayling Manager Allen Lowe 
resigned after six years in the position. 

‘“T have no plans to leave and just want to 
continue being proactive, helping Grayling 
get through these troubling times,” Thayer 
said,

State Sen. Hanson Clarke 
of Wayne County 
announced his own run for 
governor the day after John 
Cherry withdrew, but a few 
days later chose to run for 
congress instead. 

US Rep. Bart Stupak, 
whose district covers all the 
Upper Peninsula and the top 
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of the Lower Peninsula, has 
hinted an interest, but 
chances of his running for 
governor range from slim to 
none. 

Dan Kildee, former 
Genesee County Treasurer, 
admits he’s interested in 
governor, but he just started 
a new job in Washington 
promoting his favorite plan 
to reinvigorate urban areas 
by turning blighted areas 
into producing farms, and it 
might be awkward to turn 
his back on his dream pro- 
ject now.

Ihitch of Detroit’s Ilitch 
dynasty which covers piz- 
zas, baseball, hockey, the- 
ater, casinos and other 
adventures.

Despite statistics showing 
that seat belt usage in the 
U.S. has increased over the 
years, with about four out 
of every five travelers now 
buckling up, there is still 
room for improvement. 
The National Highway 
Traffic Safely 
Administration estimates 
that if all drivers and pas- 
sengers wore seatbelts, 
approximately 8,000 lives a 
year would be spared 
nationwide. 

With the arrival of winter 
weather, Sheriff Wakefield 
suggests the following 
safety tips for safe travel: 
check your tires, engine oil, 
antifreeze and — brakes 
before embarking on a trip. 
Buckle up and make sure 
your passengers do too. 
Reduce speed in snow, sleet 
and rain. Allow yourself 
plenty of braking space in 
wet weather; lightly pump 
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your, brakes on, wet roads | 


when stowing the vehicle. 
Never venture down 
unplowed roads. Avoid dis- 
tractions such as talking on 
cell phone or eating. Keep 
headlights on and use low 
beams in fog. Listen to the 
radio for information on 
local road weather condi- 
tions. Pull off the road if 
you’re tired or if outside 
conditions worsen; and if 
you break down, don’t ven- 
ture more than 100 yards 
from your vehicle to seek 
help. 

Things to include in your 
vehicle during winter dri- 
ving are: a map of the area 
where you're traveling; 
water, a flashlight (with 
extra batteries), a candle 
(for heat and light), a snow 
brush and ice-scraper, a 
package of cat litter, a 
spare tire, a small shovel, 
hats, weather proof gloves, 
boots and a heavy blanket, 
matches and flares, and a 
cell phone (for emergency 
use only).

A century ago, Crawford 
County officials and devel- 
opers promoted the area as 
a “Land of Opportunity” for 
agriculture after thousands 
of acres of timber were 
lumbered and burnt over. 

The advertisement, pub- 
lished by the Board of 
Supervisors of Crawford 
County and the 
Northeastern Development 
Bureau in 1910, was called 
“Back to the Farm.” The 
booklet contained informa- 
tion from scientific experts 
who said Crawford County 
possessed the proper cli- 
mate for growing fruit, 
grain and vegetables that 
had adapted to the climate. 

One hundred years later,

Farm 
Conference will be held at 
the Grayling High School 
on Friday, Jan. 29 and 
Saturday, Jan. 30. 

The theme for the 11th 
Annual Northern Michigan 
Small Farm Conference is 
“Changing Realities in 
Farming and Food.” 

When it comes to agricul- 
ture, thinking outside the 
box can improve both pro- 
duction and profits. 

Al least that's what Gary 
Zimmer, president — of 
Midwestern Bio 
Agriculture, will try to con- 
vey to participants at the 
Northern Michigan Small 
Farm Conterence. 

Author of “The 
Biological Farmer,” 
Zimmer stresses the impor- 
tance of a balanced and sus- 


ciinatle ogridultural dyade 
through healthy, mineral- 
ized soils and healthy, natu- 
rally raised livestock, He is 
a dynamic speaker, and 
shares his vast knowledge 
of farm-tested techniques 
and practices with his audi- 
ences, 

When he is not teaching 
farmers around the globe, 
Zimmer can be found on his 
Otter Creek Farm in 
Wisconsin, or in southwest- 
em Michigan, where he 
grows high-yielding corn 
without supplemental nitro- 
gen fertilizer. 

“It's about learning to 
understand soil structure 
and soil health, But remem- 
ber that this isn’t formula 
farming,’ Zimmer said. 
“There's no one right way.”
